Criticise Navy 
St. Petersburg, Apr. 27—The Novoe 


Vreniya today contains a remarkably 
free criticism of the Russian 
navy, 


which reads as follows: 


"It would be well to put on obel- 


isk In front of tho admirallty. Inscrib- 
ed 'Remember Makarojf.' 
His death 


should he the signal to destroy the 
old order of things of which he fell 
a victim after heroically doing 
his 


best with the defective weapons at 
his disposal. Makaroff's death marks 
a new era of the Russian navy. The 
old days marked by a muddle of care- 
lessness and Inefficiency arc over and 
-we have learned our lessons." 


Confirm Sinking 


St.'Petersburg. April 27.—The cm- 


• peror has received a dispatch from 
the commander of the Vladivostok 
squadron, confirming the reports of 
the sinking of a Japanese transport 
of BOO tons at Wonsan (Gcnsan). Tho 
object of 'the squadron's cruise Is to 
destroy all transports traversing: the 
sea of Japan, show the Russian flag 
In Korean waters and Impress 
the 


population advantageously, also com- 
pelling the Japanese to

their transport expeditions.

Japanese Cross the Yalu 


Lla'o-Yang. April 27.—Between Mon- 


day night and Tuesday morning the 
Japanese forced a passage of the Yalu, 
two 
companies 
crossing 
between 


Tchangdjlou and Salopousslkho. 


Heavy firing was heard near Ta- 


tung-Kau. in which It Is believed the 
Japanese made a feint In order to dis- 
tract attention from tho real point of 
passage. 


So far no bridge spans the river. It 


IB believed the Russian fire succeeded 
In destroying the floating parts of tho 
Japanese bridges. 


On April 23 the Russians observed 


that the Japanese were making prep- 
arations to cross the Yalu river. 


Pontoons Are Built. 


On the night of April 2G two steam- 


ers and two torpedo boats v;ero no- 
ticed at the mouth of tho river. They 
approached the shore at day light and 
the Japanese commenced to build a 
pontooti on the. left trlhutvrv.. A sec- 


ond pohttion Is TiGing prepared ten 
miles up the stream. 


At 3 o'clock the same afternoon the 


Japanese occupied the Island of Snmo- 
Undo, to which they carried pontoon 
bonts, etc. 


The night passed quietly. ||lo tor- 


pedo boats 
maintaining a 
careful 


watch in caso tho troops ashore should 
bo attacked, and examining the mouth 
of the river by means of search- 
lights. 


Russians Destroy Pontoon. 


At 3:40 o'clock tho next morning 


tho Japanese crossed the river near 
tho village of TchangdJIou. whero, 
however, the Russian outposts com- 
menced firing upon them. The Run- 
slan advance guards had been fur- 
nished with n small gun, and they suc- 
ceeded In destroying the pontoon con- 
structed near WIJu. The 
wrecked 


pontoon was carried away by the cur- 
rent, and further Japanese bridging 
operations ceased, but the Japanese 
continued to cross by another pon- 
toon south of WIJu. 


A Japanese column with a battery 


of artillery approached Turenchen at 
midday, but the Russian skirmishers 
met them with sharp firing, evidently 
giving them trouble, as they retired 
with the battery, which made no at- 
tempt to answer tho Itunslan flro. 


Crossing Is Confirmed. 


St. Petersburg. April 27.—Thn cen- 


sors' committee did not give out tho 
dispatches 
received 
regarding 
tho 


movements of tho Japanese across tho 
Yalti river. 
It was Intimated that In- 


formation had been received that thn 
Japanese had. crossed the river, but 
this was accompanied by n statement 
that tho success of the enemy should 
In no sense be regarded as an Im- 
portant victory, the Russians tinvlng 
no Intention of vigorously contesting 
the pasH&Kc, their plan being to annoy 
the enemy ns much as possible. 


Japs Employ Strategy. 


It IH evident from the dispatches 


received hero that In order to render 
a crossing feasible the Japanese made 
a feint on 
Tatung 
Kau. while tho 


troops actually crossed some miles up 
tho rlvor near Tchangdjlou. Two com- 
panies wero first thrown Into Man- 
churia and unquestionably Intrenched 
and Immediately undor the cover of 
their guns ro-lnforcomonts croosod. 


It Is regarded as probable that when 


these troops are 
In 
sufficient num- 


bers they will march along tho Man- 
chiirlan hank of the Yalu In the direc- 
tion of Antung, near which lies the 
road on which tho ndvnnco can con- 
tinue to Feng Huan Cheng, whero 
tho first determined stand of the Rus- 
sians will bo made. 


No report has been rocslvod horc, 


official or otherwise1, showing casual- 
ties on either side.

died at 8:30 this morning. The 111 
fated train was delayed all vlay yes 
terday at .Madison by rock slides, nnd 
did not reach here until 8:30 
last

wreck occurred. The bank bad caved 
out underneath the track, leaving the 
rails and ties held up by their own 
strength.

On this trip 
he had his little boy with him, and 
thought It would be safer to let him 
ride In the coaches Instead of the en 
glne.
